The two-engine American Air- 
lines Convair, Flight 723 from 
Boston to Chicago, had been 


circling over the airport area 
waiting for runway ground fog 
to clear. 

After hitting and damaging 
slightly two 365-foot towers of 
Albany radio station WPTR, the 
plane plunged into a small field |

Eleven passengers were 
thrown clear of the flaming 
wreckage. The other bodies were 
found inside the burned fuse- 
lage.

At another point, he observed 
that many people throughout 
Europe and Asia look on Ameri- 
cafig as “intemperate, inflexible 
and frightened” and resent any 
real or suspected interference 
in their domestic affairs. 

“Nor can they reconcile,” he 
reported, “our exhortations 
abéut the peril with deep cuts 
in“our defense budget. And 
everywhere people think they 
recognize the dominant mood of 
America in what is called ‘Mc- 
Carthyism,’ now a _ world-wide 
word. Inquisition, purges, book- 
bufning, repression and fear 
have obscured the bright vision 
of the land of the free and the 
home of the brave. 

Uneasy Over U.S. Nationalism. 

“Most of our friends want and 
need trade, not aid. There is 
an uneasy feeling that the 
United States is showing signs 
of economic nationalism, of a 
drift toward no trade and no 
‘aid. But our friends must trade 
to live, and not many are going 
to go hungry, I suspect, to prove 
how anti-Communist they are.” 

At a third point he remarked: 

“If I am not mistaken, hold- 
fg our allies together is going 
to be an even harder job, which 
will mightily tax our patience, 
resolve and statesmanship. For 
we can’t ‘go it alone.’ Unilateral- 
ism is but the new face of isola- 
tionism and it spells disaster.” 

This elicited applause. 

The early part of the speech | 
reported on his expériences in| 
Asia, which he described as the | 
‘uncommitted world” between 
the free Communist worlds. 

As other travelers have re- 
ported he found “Asia in revolu- 
tion” with the citizens of the 
new states “hungry and poor, 
sensitive and proud.” 

“Anti-Communist preaching,” 
he said, “wins few hearts. They 
want to know what we are for, | 
not just what we are against.” 

He condensed their aspirations 
in one short sentence: 

“They want rice and respect.”

pared to enlarge the war. By 
mild applause the audience 
showed its approval of the in- 
dorsement. 

His other statement about 
Asia that evoked applause was 
that we should not press alli- 
ances on unwilling allies. 

The audience, which seemed 
to be following his every word 
on Asia, became even more in- 
tent when he took up the Eu- 
ropean subjects. There was ap- 
plause when he said that it was 
a healthy sign that our allies 
were talking back to us, because 
they were stronger and more 
self reliant as a result of the 
Marshall plan. 

In addition to calling on the

“The goals to be filled in 
heavy industry have been set 
too high,” he said. “From now 
on, we shall have to turn our 
attention more to light industry 
and food production. 

“The government has made a 
survey of the construction of 
heavy industry and has eome to 
‘the conclusion that its program 
can be slowed down in order to 
raise the living standard of the 
people.” 

“We will, therefore, invest 
more in the production of con- 
sumer goods and in_ public 
housing,” Siroky said. “Arms 
production will be curtailed in 
order that we may allocate 
these investments for light in- 
dustry.” 

Siroky gave no details of the 
proposed arms cutback. The 
Czech Government never has 
published full figures on its 
military budget. However, most 
of the Czech arms production is 
believed to be exported to the 
Soviet Union.

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MORE BAGNELL DAM 
CONTROLS REQUESTED 


By the Post-Dispatch Jefferson 
City Correspondent. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 16— 
The Federal Power Commission 
was requested yesterday by the 
Osage River Flood Control Asso- 
ciation of Jefferson City to hold 


a public hearing here, as soon as 
practicable, on adoption of more 

effective regulations for control 
of water levels in the Lake of 

| the Ozarks, in the interest of 
flood control. 


Andrew Diercks of Osage 
Bend, secretary of the associa- 
tion, said the organization had a 
membership of about 1500 farm- 
ers holding lands along the 
Osage and Missouri rivers. These 
lands are affected, he said, by 
the discharge of water from the 
Bagnell dam, a hydro-electric 


plant at the Lake of the Ozarks, 
owned and operated by Union 
Electric Co. of Missouri. 

Diercks said a _ resolution 
adopted hy the board of direc- 
tors of the association and trane- 
mitted to the commission yester- 
day, urged the FPC to establish 
reasonable rules and regulations 
for control of the storage of 
flood water in the Lake of the 
Ozarks, and the rate of discharge 
of water from the lake through 
the dam, to insure adequate 
flood protection for farms along 
the Osage. 


The FPC, which issued the 


operation of the hydro-electric 
project, retained jurisdiction of 
such matters as use, storage and 
discharge of water of the Osage 
river, in the interest of flood 
protection. 

Farmers with lands along the 
Osage below the dam “have suf- 
fered untold damage to crops 
and farm lands since 1933” due 


1to flood waters released at Bag- 


nell dam, the resolution charged. 
It was assertec;/*he FPC, while 
reserving to itself the regula- 
tory control, had not exercised 
this authority in protection of 
the interests of the farmers.

This is es- 
pecially true of the popping bug 
fishermen for there is an art 
in the manipulation of a pop- 
ping bug that only a few fish- 
ermen master. In the first place 
“popping bug” is a misnomer 
that creates a false notion in 
the mind of the inexperienced 
angler. Those adept in the art 
seldom “pop” the bug on the

Weiss, who shares with Man- 
ager Casey Stengel much credit 
for the Yankees’ unprecedented 
feat, singled out the team’s 
aging pitching staff as “our No. 
1 problem for 1954.” 

‘“‘We may or may not have the 
young pitchers we _ require to 
take over from the older hurl- 
ers,’ Weiss explained. “Whitey 
Ford took up some of the slack 
this year but the advanced ages 
Of our three star pitchers—Vic 
Raschi, Allie Reynolds and Ed 
Lopat—forced Stengel to scram- 
ble with the staff most of the 
season.

“I believe we will be able to) 
add the necessary young pitch- | 
ers and stand a good chance of 
winning a sixth straight pennant 
in 1954,” he continued.

S. Khrushchev to be first secretary of the Central Committee | Which may completely revamp 
of the all-Russian Communist party. 


Khruschchev’s new post is es- 


sentially the same as that which 
Joseph Stalin held and which 
he exploited to make himself 
undisputed Soviet dictator fol- 
lowing the death of Lenin. 

There are at least three other 
secretaries of the Central Com- 
mittee, but there were also oth- 
ers under Stalin, and as first 
secretary Khrushchev will have 
something like the same oppor- 
tunity Stalin did to acquire con- 
trol of the entire party bureau- 
cracy. 

Among the Top Leaders. 

Khrushchev has thus been 
raised to power on a par with 
that wielded by only three other 
men in the Kremlin—Prime 
Minister Georgi M. Malenkov, 

Foreign Minister Vyacheslav M. 
Molotov and Defense Minister 
Marshal Nikolai N. Bulganin. 
Khrushchev is reported to be 
Malenkov’s brother-in-law. A 
cold, ruthless, stocky, round- 
faced, bullet-headed 59-year-old 
Ukrainian, has fought his. way 
to the top in the Soviet hier- 
archy by three principal means: 

1. In the savage struggle for 
power between Stalin and 
Leon Trotsky which followed 
the death of Lenin, Khrush- 
chev sided with Stalin and ap- 
parently enjoyed Stalin’s con- 
fidence thereafter, to what- 
ever extent any human being — 
ever did. 

2. Like Stalin, Khrushchev 
has always despised the intel- 
lectuals and theoreticians of 
the party and devoted his very 
considerable ruthlessness and 
skill in intrigue to forging his 
way up through the party 
bureaucracy, 

3. Above all, Khrushchev 
has proven himself to be one 
of the most remorseless and 
successful purgers in the 


party... 
In the late 1920s and early, 


1930s he played a leading part 


in the farm collectivization pro+ 
gram in the Ukraine, 
caused the mass deportation and 
death from starvation of mil- 
lions of peasants who opposed 
the program. : 


which 


By 1934, Khrushchev was sec- 


ond secretary of the Moscow 
party organization and in the 
second five-year plan he super- 
vised the excavating work for 
the Moscow subway. 


Suppression of Ukrainians. 
In 1938 he was given the task 


of suppressing Ukrainian nation- 
alism and did so—at least tem- 


porarily—with the same kind of 


bloody implacability as that with 
which he had collectivized the 


farms. 

While he was at it, he also 
purged the Communist party 
leadership in the Ukraine, on 
the grounds that! many party 
leaders had “lost their Commu- 
nist vigilance.” More than 3000 
local party secretaries disap- 
peared into the cellars of the 
secret police or into Siberia, ac- 
cording to one report on this 
purge, and Khrushchev appoint- 
ed new party chiefs in six of the 
Ukraine’s twelve provinces. 

During World War II, he 
headed the political department 
of -the Soviet armies of the 
south, and with Marshal Semyon 
K. Timoshenko was responsible 
for military operations in the 
Ukraine in 1941-42. He helped 
organize guerrilla warfare 
against the Germans and carried 
out the scorched earth policy de- 
signed to rob the invaders of 
the fruits of their victories and 
deprive them of means for fur- 
ther advances. 

Hundreds of thousands of 
Ukrainian peasants, embittered 
by the Kremlin’s suppression of 
their nationalist aspirations, wel- 
comed the Wehrmacht as liber- 
ators when the Germans first 
appeared, and extraordinarily 
large numbers of Ukrainian 
troops surrendered after only 
token resistance or none at all. 
Nazis Ignored Big Opportunity. 

Some students of these de- 
velopments, including officers 
of the German general staff, 
think that the Reich could have 
defeated Russia if the Nazi re- 
gime had treated the Ukrain- 
ians decently and had otherwise 
exploited the hatred of the 
Kremlin which was deep and 
bitter both in the Ukraine and 
elsewhere. 

The Nazi party leadership for- 
bade decency in the treatment 
of the “subhuman” enemy, even 
for this purpose, however, and 
the Germans treated the Ukrain- 
ians—and other Soviet subject 
peoples they conquered — 80 
ruthlessly that their’ victims 
turned against these new op- 
pressors just as they had pre- 
viously turned against the Krem- 
lin and the Czars. 

These mass Ukrainian defec- 
tions might hardly seem to re- 
flect. great credit on the man 
who had long been Moscow’s 
boss in the area. _Khrushchev, 
however, survived this possible 
threat to his position in the 


q % party, as he has survived others, 


and after the war Stalin sent 


_ him back to the Ukraine as | PIO’

to rehabilitate the horribly 
ravaged countryside and set in- 
dustry in motion again, and once 
again Khrushchev applied him- 
self to his task with his charac- 
teristic savagery. 


In 18 months he purged 
half 4he party bureaucracy in 
the Ukraine. Two fifths of all 
regional § secretaries, three 
fifths of all presidents of ex- 
ecutive committees and two 
thirds of all managers of ma- 
chine and tractor stations in 
the Ukraine disappeared from 
their posts, if not from this 
world altogether. 

The Kremlin was quick to rec- 
ognize and reward performance 
like this, and in December 1949 
Khrushchev was recalled to Mos- 
cow to serve as one of the sec- 
retaries of the national party 
organization. 

_In his new post, Khrushchev 
Seems to have performed two 
principal functions: He became 
one of the party’s leading spe- 
cialists in farm problems, and 
he soon emerged 
party disciplinarian. 
In: 1950, he came out for a 


‘program of “collectivizing the. 


collectives.” 

The collective farms, formed 
in the 1930s by merging indi- 
vidual peasant holdings, should 
now be still further combined 
into much greater units, each

The Stevenson Report 


Adlai E. Stevenson's radio and television 
address from the Chicago Opera House was the 
thoughtful, earnest, high-planed and easily 
understood report that was to have been ex- 
pected of him. 

The occasion was without precise precedent 
in American political life. Almost as soon as 
the new Republican Administration took office, 
Mfr. Stevenson, the defeated nominee, began 


a long trip around the world. He traveled some” 
50,000 miles in more than 30 countries with a 


population of about a billion people. Hé talked 
to high and low. When he came back the Re- 
publican Congress had adjourned and the course 
of the new Administration was set. 

If there was a temptation to underscore the 
mistakes of the party in power, Mr. Stevenson 
resisted it. Probably the temptation was not 
there since he, judging by his role in the 1952 
campaign, could not have come from abroad 
seeing the world in black and white or viewing 
one party with horns and the other wearing 
wings. He had both generous praise and con- 
structive criticism for the man who defeated him. 

- . * 

The praise included Mr. Stevenson's strong 
approval of “what our Government is doing to 
leave no doubt about our concern for the secu- 
rity and tmdependence of Indochina,” which, 
as the returned traveler put it, “is the gate to 
all Southeast Asia.” It also included the clear 
compliment to the President with respect to 
relations across the Atlantic when he said that 
in Europe “there {s anxiety lest the shaping 
of our European policy may be slipping from 
the respected hands of President Eisenhower 
into the hands of men less concerned with 
strengthening our alliances abroad than with 
appeasing isolationists at home.” 

The former Illinois Governor's most construc- 
tive proposal was that the United States must 
in its relations with Soviet Russia, as with all 
countries, be careful not to get itself into a 
rigid position which makes negotiation difficult 
if not impossible. He put this pfoblem well— 

with both skepticism and hope: 


In the past, new initiatives have had little 
impact on the Kremlin. I do not know that 
they would have any more today. But con- 
ditions have changed. Soviet threats have 
aroused the massed military power of .the 
free peoples. Russia learned in Korea that 
the West has the will to meet force with 
force. The death of Stalin and revolt in the 
satellites have altered the situation inside 
the Soviet Union. | 

In these circumstances we should press 
forward—not under any foolish illusion 
that one grand conference would yield secu- 
rity, but rather with realistic faith that the 
foundations of stability must be laid, stone 
by stone, with patient persistence. 

We owe it to ourselves and our anxious, 
weary friends to expose Communist inten- 
tions if we can; to confer when we can; to 
reduce tensions and restore hope where we 
can. The door to the conference room is 
the door to peace. Let it never be said 
that America was reluctant to enter. 


Although he spoke for only a half hour, Mr. 
Stevenson managed to include many sentences 
and some phrases which might in themselves 
have been the themes of much longer addresses. 
Such a thought was his reminder in passing that 
the peoples of Asia, “poor, undernourished and 
illiterate,” on whom so much of the future of 
the world depends, ‘do not belong to the white 
minority of the human race.”

Another thought of this kind was his pointing 
to the inevitable confusion among foreigners who 
want to admire the ideas of our own struggle for 
independence and the Constitution and Bill of 
Rights which came out of it, and now must 
somehow try to reconcile this greatness of 
Amgrica with McCarthyism, inquisitions, purges, 


_book-burning, repressions and fears. 


Since there has been an embargo in Washing- 
ton from early January against a generous word 
for the rightness of the foreign policies of the 
Truman Administration, it was good to hear 
a compliment going out to the nation and the 
world for the man from Missouri who set the 
course against Communist aggression. 

Harry S. Truman's stand in Greece and Tur- 
key and his support for the Marshall plan and 
Point IV, followed by his courageous position 
at the very outset in Korea, made the difference 
between the world as it is and a world with 
Asia and Europe under Communist domination. 
The recognition was due ani it was more than 
political fraternity that caused Adlai Stevenson 
to speak it. It was simple justice. 

There will be time enough later to consider 
Adlai Stevenson and his “availability” for 1956. 
To intrude that question now would take un- 
necessarily from the value of an address on 
foreign affairs which can be studied as profitably 
in Washington and Denver as it was heard in 
millions of American homes. 
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The High Cost of Towing

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How to Fight Progress 

Representative Dondero of Michigan plans to 
hold hearings next year on his bill to place a 
few monkey wrenches in the TVA power pro- 
gram at points where he figures they will do 
the most harm. The Michigan foe of public 
power advertises these proceedings as being 
intended to halt “creeping socialism.” As Mr. 
Dondero is chairman of the House Public Works 
Committee, which will conduct the hearings, a 
sympathetic consideration is assured. Dondero 
will judicially weigh Dondero. 

In the interest of appraising the pending per- 
formance for what it is worth, a little appraisal 
of Representative Dondero will be helpful. Con- 
gressional Quarterly, the news research agency 
which specializes on Congress, says Mr. Don- 
dero is one of the four key opponents of public 
power in Congress. His voting record, CQ says, 
shows that he has never voted to aid REA co- 
operatives in obtaining public power. 

As for the “creeping socialism’’ of which this

thus, believes that if TVA is called something 
which the people know it is not, the people 
can be turned against what they regard as 
progress. Representative Dondero, who echees 
the name-calling, apparently shares that belief. 
It is our belief that the Electric Campanies Ad- 
vertising Program and Mr. Dondero overrate 
their own cleverness, and underrate the public's

Decision for St. Louis County 
St. Louis county citizens will be asked at a 
special election Feb. 9 to tax themselves for 


basic public improvements which their com- . 


munity’s rapid growth has made imperative. 

The need for most of the improvements which 
are proposed by the County Citizens’ Bond 
Issue Committee is so obvious that very little 
opposition to them has made itself felt during 
the months of discussion by county officials 
and citizens. ee. 

Certainly the county badly needs express- 
ways and freeways, which would take more than 
70 per cent of the proposed $44,732,500 bond 
issue. 

It needs more county hospital space, an ad- 
dition to the new courthouse, parks and recrea- 
tion facilities, sanitary landfill refuse disposal. 
It could improve its election processes by be- 
ing one of the first counties to take advantage 
of the new voting machine law. Such are the 
capital expenditures proposed under the bond 
issue—all important, all fulfilling real needs. 


But agreeing to a need is one thing, and vot- 
ing taxes to supply it another. There is no 
question that the proposed bond issue is a 
fairly stiff one, representing as it does some 81 
per cent of the county’s bonding capacity. There 
is no question that it would increase taxes, and 
that any tax increase these days meets some 
automatic resistance. 

Bet ween now and election day, county citizens 
will have full opportunity to weigh each pro- 
posal on its merits, and at the election they 
can vote separately on each. It-is up to the 
citizens’ bond issue committee to conduct a vig- 
orous and effective educational campaign that 
will make clear to all voters what their stake 
is in this most important county decision since 
the adoption of the new charter in 1950. 
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Right Days Hence 

The object of the house-to-house fund raising 
campaign on Sept. 24 is not simply to raise 
funds for educational television, though $490,000 
still is needed to put the station on the air for 
three years. 

When the doorbell rings on that day, each 
citizen will come face to face with the fact that 
he is a co-owner of Channel 9.

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A Vacation Comes to Its Close 

By the end of the week, President Eisen- 
hower will be packing up his fishing tackle 
and golf clubs and heading back to Washing- 
ton. Everyone in the country, almost without 
exception, so we believe, will hope that the 
weeks in Colorado have proved a genuine re- 
freshment. The burdens of the presidency are 
overwhelming and if they can be lightened 
just a little by a few hours on the greens and 
fairways and along swift-running mountain trout 
streams few will begrudge the time so invested. 

Actually, of course, the White House goes 
wherever the President goes, The responsibili- 
ties of the office are always with him.’ There 
is always the realization that the next minute 
may bring some grave decision affecting the 
welfare, if indeed not the lives of millions 
of people. It was so with Franklin D. Roosevelt's 
retreats to Shangri-La, in the mountains of 
Maryland. It was so with Harry S. Truman’s 
excursions to the beach at Key West. So it is 
and will be with the vacations which Dwight 
D. Eisenhower spends in Colorado and else- 
where. 

But in these breaks from Washington even 
much of the routine of the White House goes 
on. Out at Lowry Air Force Base, where the 
summer presidential office has been this year, 
one caller after another has competed with the 
vacation hours. Secretary of State Dulles and 
other Cabinet officers have knocked on the 
door. This week severa} Senators from Western 
states have been seeIng the President about 
livestock problems and they are to be followed 
by Secretary of Agriculture Benson. Thus the 
weeks in Colorado have not been all vacation- 
time by any means. 

The next regular meeting of Congress is 
barely more than three months off and a spe- 
cial session on the debt limit issue is still a 
possibility. Any reserves of energy butit up in 
the bracing air of the Rockies will soon be sub- 
jected to heavy withdrawals. May they serve 
the President and the limitless demands upon 
him, 


Robert Wagner’s Unusual Victory 
The only way to describe Robert F. Wagner 


Jr.'s victory in the New York Democratic may- 


oral primary is to say that it was personal and 
complete. Interest centered on the Democratic 
side because the candidates of three other 
parties had no opposition. 

The son of the late Senator Wagner, however, 
had seemingly powerful opposition in a con- 
test for control of the party machinery in the 
big city.

What Is the CIA Up To?

Answer is that few outside Central Intelligence Agency know, 
even Congress, which created and pays for it; writer says secrecy 
has caused alarm, cites example in Germany; some Congress- 
men are demanding “watchdog committee” to watch over CIA.

Quite without meaning to, Senator 
Joseph McCarthy recently performed a 
useful service for the people of the 
United States. It happened when he 
decided to have a formal pillorying of 
William Bundy, Dean Acheson’s son-in- 
law, because it was thought the young 
man had contributed to Alger Hiss’s 
legal defense- fund. 

What made the case significant was 
not the doctrine of guilt by marriage 
or guilt by association, both of which 
are mow well-estab- 
lished, but the fact 
that Bundy is em- 
ployed by that mys- 
terious holy-of-ho- 
lies, the Central 
Intelligence Agen- 
cy, or CIA. 

McCarthy's sched- 
uled smear of Bun- 
dy didn’t quite 
come off, mostly. 
because the White 
House and the Pen- 
tagon successfully 
pleaded a_ special 
immunity which, 
they whispered,

sets the CIA apart from the rest of the 
Government and clothes it with the 
authority to trust no one, including its 
creator, the United States Congress. 


Democratic Safeguards Ignored 


McCarthy’s retreat in the Bundy case 
was received with mixed feelings—ela- 
tion over this setback for the Wiscon- 
sin demagogue, and concern for what 
Walter Lippmann has rightly called the 
“false doctrine’ of special immunity 
for a secret government agency. 

The CIA’s immunity from _ public 
scrutiny is complete. Public Law 283 
of the Eightieth Congress, which cre- 
ated the agency as the intelligence arm 
of the National Security Council, re 
lieves it of any responsibility to report 
to Congress, and generally does away 
with the democratic safeguard that de- 
mands a public accounting from agen- 
cies financed by public funds. 

Critics who find this super-secrecy 
incompatible with the functioning of a 
democracy are even more dismayed by 
the limitless capacity for mischief in 
the delicate areas of foreign policy that 
is inherent in an agency responsible to 
no one. As The Washington Post ob- 
served earlier this year, the presence of 
“cloak-and-dagger boys and gum-shoe 
artists” can “play hob with foreign 
policy ... and even land us in war.” 

A recent example of CIA operations, 
and the agency's refusal to discuss its 
fiascos, may explain the fears of the 
Post and many others. 


The League of German Youth 


On Oct. 8, 1952, August Zinn, Minis- 
ter President of the German State of 
Hesse, formally charged that an Ameri- 
can agency was secretly training and 
financing an organization called the 
League of German Youth. 

This group, composed of 20,000 Ger- 
mans, had within it a special group 
called Technical Service. The Techni- 
cal Service, he charged, consisted of 
about 2000 ex-Nazi army officers. 

The Technical Service received guer- 
rilla and sabotage training from Amer- 
icans in order, presumably, to harass 
the Russians when they try to overrun 


Western Europe. It was given an an- 
nual subsidy of nearly $150,000, to- 
gether with funds for the purchase of 


a lumber company to serve as a dummy 
front for the training activities. 

What was even more shocking to 
President Zinn, a Socialist, was the 
fact thet the League of German Youth 

draws up a list of those te be 


? 


liquidated as politically unreliable. Of 
those on the list, only 15 were Commu- 
nists, while the remaining 80 were the 
leading Socialists and trade unionists! 

Included were Eric Ollenhauer, na- 
tional head of the Social Democratic 
party. largest in Germany; Max Brauer, 
Mayor of Hamburg; Mrs. Renger, pri- 
vate secretary to the late Kurt Schu- 
macher; Heinrich Zinnkamm, Hessian 
Minister of Interior; Heinrich Kopf, 
Prime Minister of Lower Saxany:; Hans 
Jahn, president, German Railway Work- 
ers Union, and others like them. 


Immune to Public Accounting 


After Zinn’s exposure of the organi- 
zation and its American connection, 
American officials went through a cu- 
rious buck-passing performance, at the 
end of which they announced they had 
no knowledge of the liquidation list. 
CIA has never officially admitted that 
it was in any way responsible since by 
law it need not give any public ac- 
counting of its activities. 

After reading a number of accounts 
in reliable publications—all of which 
agreed that CIA was responsible but 
differed on some details of the story— 
I wrote Gen. Bedell Smith, then head 
of CIA, Nov. 14, 1952: 

‘“... 1am writing to find out whether 
it is part of CIA policy to make... 
arrangements with ex-Nazis ... there 
is good reason to believe that an ef- 
fective democratic opposition to Com- 
munism cannot be bought by. alli- 
ances with ex-Nazis ... it would 
seem that... the CIA ought to be 
responsible for giving some explicit 
explanation of its actions. If present 
legislation excludes CIA from this re- 
sponsibility, then perhaps that legis- 
lation ought to be subject to review 
and change . . . | would appreciate 
hearing from you on thig matter.” 


Question of Political Judgment 


One month later, Dec. 15, I received 
a telephone call from a Col. Stanley 
Grogan, assistant to Gen. Smith. He 
stated that Gen. Smith appreciated my 
letter, but thought perhaps I had drawn 
some erroneous conclusiohs. I replied 
that I would be glad to correct any 
errors if he would tell what they were. 
He replied that he could not tell me 
because existing legislation did not al- 
low CIA to discuss what they did or 
how they did it. 


When I inquired how an American 


citizen was to obtain information’ on 
CIA’s practices, the colonel’s reply 
was that “you must trust in our pa- 
triotism and efficiency.” I said I did 
not question their patriotism and effi- 
ciency, but that I did question their 
political judgment. 

Even such warm friends of the CIA 
as Senator Mike Mansfield, Montana 
Democrat, have reached the point 
where they are urging congressional 
scrutiny of the work of the super-spy 
agency. “I believe,” said the Mon- 
tanan, “that a joint congressional com- 
mittee should be created to keep a 
check on CIA, and to supervise and 
safeguard its policies.” 

Certainly such a procedure, similar 
to the watchdog role of the Joint Con- 
gressional Committee on Atomic Ener- 
gy, might help measurably to keep the 
CIA from plunging along in a way 
which, the Washington Post warned, 
might “even land us into war.”

Between Book Ends 


Poet Hopkins, Caustic Critic 
A HOPKINS READER, edited by John Pick. (Ox. 
ford University Press, 350 pgs., $4.50.) 

Like his French contemporary Mal- 
larme, Gerard Manley Hopkins de- 
mands a careful study of his personal 
writings to enlighten his poetry. Basi- 
cally he is not difficult, but since the 
publication of his poems in 1918, near- 
ly 30 years after 
his death,~he has 
often been misun- 
derstood and his 
literary position 
poorly defined. 

This selection 
comprises about a 
third of Hopkins’s 
writings. In addi- 
tion to 33 poems, 
it has extracts from 
his journals, a few 
essays and ser- 
mons and many 
personal letters. 
Gerard Manley Hopkins The choices are 

good and well ar- 
ranged. They provide an adequate ap- 
proach to the work of this Jesuit priest 
who felt that his poetry caused a “pre- 
occupation of the mind which be- 
longed to more sacred or binding 
duties.” 

Hopkins taught Greek at Dublin dur- 
ing his last years and was a leading 
authority on Greek meters. He had a 
keen knowledge of physical science and 
was an able musician and painter as 
well as a poet. His prose writings set 
forth theories of “inscape,” “sprung 
rhythm,” “overthought and _ under- 
thought” and his views on other poets 
and other arts. 

The letters especially are warm, deli- 
cately humorous, and full of honest 
criticism. Handel, for.instance, was ‘“‘a 
hawk among poultry,” Browning had 
“pearls without the string’ and there 
was “a young Mr. Yeats . . . who has 
been perhaps unduly pushed.” 

Other letters mention the “odious 
goodiness” of Wordsworth’s sonnets, 
Swinburne’s “long waterlogged lines” 
and Carlyle’s “caterwaul and Cassandra- 
wailing.” His criticism, if sometimes 
ere is usually justified in its con- 

ext. 

Although continually tired and har- 
assed (he literally worked himself to 
an early death), he gave unflagging en- 
couragement to his fellow-poets Coven- 
try Patmore and R. W. Dixon. Above 
all, he was “muse-broker” to Robert 
Bridges who later edited the first edi- 
tion of Hopkins’s poems but never 
fully appreciated the author’s theories. 

The most striking elements in Hop- 
kins’s poetry are its surprise of 
rhythms and “rash-fresh’’ compounds, 
its music and its deep sense of natural 
and supernatural beauty. Singly, these 
elements are the foundation of good 
verse; as Hopkins combines them, they 
reveal startlingly true observations: 

As kingfishers catch fire, dragon- 

flies draw flame; 

As tumbled over rim in roundy 

wells 

Stones ring; like each tucked 

string tells, each hung bell’s 

Bow swung finds tongue to fling 

out broad its name. 

The present-day reader is affected 
by “the achieve of, the mastery of the 
thing.” Hopkins’s influence—not only 
on Bridges but on C. Day Lewis, Dylan 
Thomas and other young writers—is 
now recognized. Devout, brilliant and 
inventive, he humbly earned the dis- 
tinction of being the first of our strict- 
ly modern poets and one of the great- 
est.

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RUSSIA REVWES 
4 MORE AGENGES 
WITS RESHUFFLE 


Re-establishes Ministries 
of Highway Trans- 
port, Aviation Produc- 
tion and Geology. 


MOSCOW, Sept. 16 (AP)— 
The Soviet Government contin- 
ued its reorganization today with 
announcement that three minis- 
tries, abolished last March in 
the reshuffle following the death 
of Premier Joseph Stalin, have 
been re-established. 

They are ministries of high- 
way transport, geology, and avi- 
ation production. 

These changes bring to nine 
the Government ministries af- 
fected by reorganization this 
week. 

Yesterday five new ministries 
were formed and the function of 
a sixth—agriculture and pro- 
curement—was considerably al- 
tered. These changes dealt with 
foodstuffs,. manufactured con- 
sumer goods, domestic and fof- 
eign trade and state farms. 

As seen here, the administra- 


tive changes gave effect to Gov- 

ernment plans for sharp in- 

creases in consumer goods pro- 
duction and farm output in the 
next two or three years. } 

The new ministries announced 

today are the ministry of auto 
transport and highways which 
will be headed by Ivan Alexsee- 
vich Likhachev; ministry of 
geology and protection of re- 
sources, to be headed by Peter 
Yakovievich Antropov, and the 
ministry of aviation production, 
to be headed by Peter Vasilevich 
Dementiev. 

The ministry of aviation pro- 
duction was consolidated into 
the armaments ministry in the 
reorganization last March. Now 
it is removed from there and 
restored under its former min- 
ister. 

The ministry of geology also 
vanished in the March reorgan- 

lization and its functions were 
distributed among such minis- 
tries as those of oil and coal, | 
Now it is reconstituted with the 
additional function of preserving 
resources. 

The highways ministry was 
also reconstituted after having 
been absorbed last March into 
the transport ministry.

WHERE DO CITY CHILDREN get their 
money? How much do they get, and how do 
they: spend it? What do they really know 
about the value of money? The survey came 
up with some interesting answers. 

Over half the kids get a regular weekly 
allowance. The majority of those in the 6-7 
age bracket got 26 to 50 cents; those 8 to 9 
from 51 to 99 cents; those 10 to 11 from 51 
cents to a dollar or more. Only 10 per cent 
reported the best they could knick the old 
folks for was a dime or less. 

One out of every five said they sometimes 
earned their own money, either for “being 
‘good” or by doing chores. Fully half of these 
also were savers, showing that the harder it 
is for a young fellow to get his dukes on 
dough the more reluctant he is to fritter 
it away on a grammar school blonde. 

The average teen-ager consumes six candy 
bars and 5.2 bottles of pop a week. But the 
favorite vice .of the 6-to-7-year-old child is 
ice cream, about seven servings a week if he 
can buy them.

Tuesday, April 24, 1951, and I was in a Prague office of the 
Czechslovak Communist secret police, who had arrested me 


| WALKED the floor furiously and called myself a fool. 


the day before. 


On a desk lay several little black books they had found. 
These were books I had kept in line with my work as a corre- 
spondent. One had names and telephone numbers of friends in 


Prague—foreign diplomats and 


Czechoslovak citizens. Others 


contained notes of .information I had obtained from some of these 


people—news and background. 


I had kept the books by force 
of habit. In the United States 
and Britain, where I had worked 
before going to Prague 10 
months before, it may have been 
a ggod habit. In Czechoslovia, 
it certainly was not. 

Because now, two police inter- 
preters—one with curly black 


hair and one with hardly any... 


hair at all—sat in that office in 
a big quiet building on narrow 
Bartholomew street and asked 
me questions about those books 
—those notes, and those names. 
That was why I berated myself. 

The police called me a spy. I 
knew they objected to my gath- 
ering news from other than of- 
ficial sources. If I was on the 
spot for doing that, the people 
who gave me such news were on 
the spot, too. 

I owed it to my news sources 
to protect them. That was a 
principle of journalism. Re- 
porters in America had gone to 
jail rather than testify against 
their informants. But as I com- 
pared my lot with theirs, I was 
dismayed. They had means to 
defend themselves: legal advice, 
public opinion and civil-rights 
guarantees. 

I had none of those, I was one 
man alone against a powerful 
and ruthless force. I knew the 
secret police could hold a pris- 
oner for years without charge, 
without a trial and incommuni- 
cado. They could hold him until 
they got what they wanted out 
of him. What they wanted out of 
me, to begin with, was informa- 
tion on my. newsgathering. 

I was questioned till long aft- 
er midnight. The interrogation 
went'on all day Wednesday, too. 

That night one policeman 
picked up my address book and 
said, “Which of these people 
gave you unofficial news?” 

“I can’t tell you.” 

“Why not?’ 

“Journalistic ethics.” 

“If you don’t tell us which 
ones,” the man threatened, ‘‘we

That night, I signed my, first 
confession. In my notes Was a 
list of places in and near Prague 
reported to be the actual or pro- 
jected sftes of military installa- 
tions. 

I had got this list from Lt. 
Col. George L, Atwood, United 
States military attache, when I 
had gone to him to check a re- 
port from another diplomat 
along the same line. 

When the police learned all 
this, they laid a typewritten 
sheet before me to sign. It read: 

“1. I gathered military infor- 


mation on the territory of the 
Czechoslovak republic. 

“2. I committed espionage on 
the territory of the Czechoslovak 
republic.” . 

I refused to sign the paper 
until I had been made familiar 
with the law on espionage. I 
wanted to be sure that gather- 
ing information, in itself, con- 
stituted espionage. And I want- 
ed to know what penalty my sig- 
nature would lay me open to. 

The bald-headed interpreter 
pulled a Czech legal pamphlet 
from a file and read me a few 
paragraphs in English. 

Whether he garbled the cita- 
tions or whether I misunderstood 
him, I got the idea that the col- 
lection of any military infor- 
mation in Czechoslovakia is a 
type of espionage punishable by 
three months to three years in 
prison. (Actually, the law deals 
with secret military informa- 
tion.) 

I had been made to fee} that 
to deny facts, however damag- 
ing, would only make my situa- 
tion worse. So I signed the pa- 
per.

I was 
encouraged to believe, against 
all logic, that I might go on that 
way—if I only kept talking.
